Leader 
Mike Mansfield told reporters at 
the Capitol that in his v iew, 
Laotian incu rsions v iolate “ at

Mansfield said he does not 
know what Congress will do 
abou t it.

When qu estioned abou t Cam­ 
bodia. the secretary refu sed, as 
he has in the past, to ru le ou t 
continu ed U S. air strikes on 
North Vietnamese sanctu aries 
in Cambodia after American 
troops hav e left. 
He also said 
su ch strikes 
might be lau nched at targets 
more than 21 miles from the 
Cambodian border, the limit

Laird also told the com m ittee 


he had not anticipated the ex ­ 
tent of the protests the Nix on or­ 
ders wou ld produ ce. 
“ I did not estim ate that as 
accu rately as perhaps I shou ld 
hav e as a politician," he said 
“ Bu t I don’t think that any one 
cou ld anticipate the situ ation at 
Kent Univ ersity or som e of the 
other . . . confrontations that 
hav e taken place. 
"I do feel, howev er, that the 
su pport for the President of the 
United States is v ery strong.”

WASHINGTON (AP) - Chief 
Ju stice Warren E. Bu rger cau ­ 
tioned today against a ju dicial 
ov erreaction to rebelliou s de­ 
fendants and others challenging 
the American sy stem of ju stice. 
“ Some say 
that 
we 
mu st 
‘crack down,' that we mu st 
‘smash' the challengers and re­ 
store tight discipline.” Bu rger 
said in a speech prepared for 
the American Law Institu te. 
“ In periods of stress there are 
alway s some v oices raised u rg­ 
ing that we su spend fu ndam ent­ 
al gu arantees and take short­ 
cu ts as a m atter of self-protec­ 
tion. 
“ Bu t this is not ou r way of 
doing things short of a giant na­ 
tional em ergency .” 
The chief ju stice told the as­ 
sembled lawy ers, ju dges and 
law professors that Americans 
hav e nev er been a tightly disci­ 
plined people and the nation s 
legal stru ctu re consequ ently has 
been 
m ore 
relax ed 
than 
in 
many other cou ntries. 
“ If 
this 
has 
negativ e 
as­ 
pects,” he said, “ it also giv es u s 
a resiliency to tide u s ov er and 
enable u s to m eet any crisis as 
it arises. We will respond slowly 
bu t that is the natu re of a dem o­ 
cratic society . 
“ In those few periods of ou r 
history when we su spended bas­ 
ic gu arantees of the indiv idu al 
in times of great national em er­ 
gency we often fou nd, in retro­ 
spect, that we had ov erreact­ 
ed.” 


Bu rger 
said 
the 
Su prem e 
Cou rt responded to disru ptiv e 
trials with the u nanimou s deci­ 
sion March 31 u pholding the 
power of ju dges to m aintain or­ 
der. 


“ It wou ld be foolhardy not to 
be concerned abou t the tu rmoil 
and strife and v iolence we wit­ 
ness, mu ch of it mindless and 
dev oid of constru ctiv e ends,’ he 
said. 
“ Bu t concern m u st not giv e 
way to panic." 


The chief ju stice said he is op­ 
timistic American institu tions 
are du rable enou gh to su rm ou nt 
any attack And he said. “ We 
need u rgently to find way s to 
conv ince the y ou ng that prog­ 
ress 
is 
not 
m ade 
in 
great 
leaps.” 


Bu rger said sy stems of ju stice 
are u nder challenge throu ghou t 
the world, reflecting an u neasy 
tem per of the times.

intellectual abilities such as 
reading and writing ahead of 
their group Vet .) McV Hunt, 
professor of psychology at the 
University of Illinois says that 
children's I Q s can be raised as 
much as 30 points by giving 
them 
more 
intellectual and 
creative challenges in the early 
years 
For the average middle-class 
child, 
the 
contemporary 
kindergarten is a disaster, Hunt 
feels, because after one or two 
years of nursery school, there 
are 
no 
new 
experiences 
Parents are sternly forbidden to 
teach their children to read if 
they show interest at home, and 
in the schools the same negative 
attitude is ruthlessly applied to 
any interest in words, numbers, 
letters 
What 
makes the situation 
potentially tragic is that a child

Montesson, there is a constant 
emphasis on stimulating the 
child mentally and physically,

country's children do not even 
go to nurserv school and kin­ 
dergarten Most of those who 
do go experience little more 
than the simplistic “ school is

Already, the National Merit 
Award Scholarship people have 
set up a new category for 
creative 
students,

are 
annually handing out about 100 
scholarships to boys and girls 
who are far from the “ well 
rounded” high I Q models of 
academic conformity to whom 
all their previous awards went. 
Here are some sample winners. 
A Maryland boy who acts, 
paints,

A California girl who flunked 
the math test, but scored in the 
upper 2 per cent on the verbal 
test She was one of 20 winners 
“ showing superior attainment

So ciety Threa tens Crea tiv ity 
Can you cultivate creativity? 
Can it be learned, or does it just 
happen? 
More 
and 
more 


researchers are beginning to 
think 
that 
some degree of 
creativity comes naturally to all 
of us But somewhere along the 
line, 
parents, 
teachers, 
the 
corporation, all the factors in 
that much used word, society, 
gradually grind it out of us. 
Harold H Anderson, research 
professor 
of 
psychology 
at 
Michigan 
State 
University, 
says: “ Creativity was in each of 
us as a small child. Among 
adults it is almost non-existent 
The great question is what has 
happened to this enormous and 
universal 
human 
resource?” 
The answer lies in our closed 
system of education, which, 
according 
to 
Anderson, 
“ is 
concerned 
mainly 
with 
acquiring a body of knowledge, 
memorizing 
of 
facts, 
and 
finding answers to problems, all 
of which are already known to 
someone else, rather than with, 
creativity.” 
George Stoddard, Dean of the 
School of Education at New 
York University, says: “ The 
urge to inquire, to invent, to 
perform, was stifled in millions 
of school children Conformity 
rules, not because people crave 
it. 
but 
because 
they 
fear 
deviation. To get creativity in 
society viewed as a whole, we 
must make it mean more to 
each person 
We must start 
early in the life of the child 
Indiv idua l Crea tiv ity 
Stoddard, seeking one answer 
to this shm’king problem in the 
school room, has called for a 
“ dual 
progress” 
plan 
for 
elementary 
education 
The 
pupils would remain in their 
home rooms for a half day 
devoted to reading, writing, 
speech and social studies The 
rest of the day they would be 


under 
special 
teachers 
in 
mathematics, science, music, 
arts and crafts, and recreation. 
But, 
obviously, 
the 
cultivation of creativity cannot 
be left to the school system 
alone. It is much too unwieldy 
and 
slow 
to 
change. 
Educational leaders are doing 
their best to reorient teachers 
and 
pupils 
in 
creative 
directions But in the meantime 
families must do their utmost to 
see that the spark of creativity 
with which every child is born is 
kept alive. 
Professor 
Paul 
Torrance 
laments that too many parents 
— and teachers — stop children 
from 
dreaming up fantastic 
stories, talking to imaginary’ 
animals, making believe they 
are different people Torrance 
maintains it is vital to keep this 
kind of imagination alive It is 
the soil from which mature 
creativity springs. Above all. 
Professor 
Torrance 
urges 
parents never to ridicule a child 
for his “ silly ideas.” Cutting the

youngster’s self confidence is 
the quickest and most fatal way 
to stifle his creativity.

Divergent thinking depends on 
imagination, 
intuition, 
the 
hidden links between words and 
ideas. Poets use it constantly, 
and so do creative scientists. A 
good way to test your child's 
ability — and also stimulate his 
fondness 
for 
this 
kind 
of 
thinking — is to play word 
games with him. Take four 
letters. L P E T. for instance, 
and see how many sentences he 
can construct using them as 
first letters of the words. (“ Let 
Peter Eat Tea leaves “ “ Loose 
pots easily teeter ") Ask him 
how many five letter words he 
can think of that end in G Give 
him a picture, and ask him to 
write captions for it. 


Ma in Ro o ts o f Crea tiv ity 
There are many other traits 
listed by psychologists as part of 
the creative presence.

work Creative people do not

H G. Gough notes, 
among other traits, a “ sense of

But individuality, an 
inquiring habit of mind and the 
ability to see and respond would 
seem to be the three main roots 
on which creativity blossoms.

The first hint that the U S 
might be giv ing secret aid to 
Israel leak ed ou t of the Pres­ 
ident's closed-door confer­ 
ence last week with the na­ 
tion’s gov ernors Du ring his 
•eport on the Middle East, 
he confided gu ardedly that 
the U.S. was helping Israel 
in way s he cou ldn t 
talk

He didn't mention the bomb 
shipments or otherwise in 
dicate what secret help the 
U S might be fu rnishing Howev er, this colu mn has 
learned from the most reliable sou rces that Israel 
u rgently needed bombs and the U S 
agreed to

In the past, the U S has been carefu l to fu rnish 
Israel only weapons that cou ld be ju stified as 
defensiv e 
Hu t the Arabs aren t lik ely to regard 
bombs as defensiv e in v iew of Israeli air raids deep

The State Department has opposed military aid to

The disease may start 
in childhood and slowly progress with age. When 
bleeding occu rs, it is m ore lik ely to com e from the 
mu cou s m em branes than the sk in 
The only treatm ent is to control the bleeding 
when it occu rs Electrocoagu lation of the lesions has 
been tried bu t it is alway s followed bv fresh lesions 
nearby .

Carew says it’s impossible for a 
batter to hit 400 today because 
the pitching baseball players 
face is too tough 
There probably are a few 
American League pitchers who 
will argue with Carew. the Min­ 
nesota Twins second baseman 
who leads the league with a 419 
average after winning the bat­ 
ting title at 332 in 1969 
" I think it’s an impossibility 
today, so I never think about 
hitting 400 
Carew said Mon­ 
day night after stroking three 
more hits and helping the Twins 
beat Kansas City 7-5 
That gave Carew 15 hits in 


23 times at bat during a five- 
game Minnesota wanning streak 
a 652 clip 
“ You see too many good 
pitchers today " Carew said, 
and they can all throw so 


many things I just think there 
is too much pitching ” 
Carew 
missed 
nearly 
two 
weeks of the season with pulled 
rib muscles, and still wears a 
brace on his side 
One of. his hits against the 
Royals came on a bunt. “ If I 
can bunt for a hit now and 
then.” he said. “ I don't see why 
1 shouldn t 
As long as I can 
lay the ball down I'll keep doing 
it ” 
Another of Carew s hits was 
his fourth homer of the season 
putting him considerably ahead 
of any pace he’s ever set His 
top homer outputs have been 
eight in 1967 and 1969 
“ I leave the home run hitting 
to Harmon 
said Carew “ He’s 
a little more proficient at it 
than I am ." 
Harmon Killebrew hit his 12th

first shutout of the season Mon­ 
day night and he struck out St. 
Louis slugger Richie Allen three 
times in the process for a 6-0 Na­ 
tional League victory. 
Dierker now stands 8-2 for the 
season and is tied with Cincin­ 
nati's Jim Merritt as the win- 
ningest pitcher in the league 
The fast-balling Dierker was 
asked how he pitched to Allen, 
one of the most feared hitters 
in the game 
“ How did 1 pitched him'r ’ 
Dierker repeated the question 
Fast balls and sliders 
“ You throw Allen sliders and 
hope they’re down and away, 
and fast balls up and in. Better 
than in. you d better get some­ 
thing on it. something hard 
“ When you usually have good 
stuff, you’re gonna get im out 
But if you re struggling, he's go­ 
ing to get you. and I don’t mean 
singles either ” 


Dierker pitched the entire 
game, as he has done in his last 
five outings, and held the Cards 
to four hits Just one Redbird 
reached third base and only two 
made it to second 


The Astros scored a run in 
the first inning, got two more 
in the fourth and the last three 
in the sixth 


Their offense included three 
hits each by Jesus Alou and 
Marty Martinez 
Joe Morgan 
and Alou each accounted for 
two runs batted in and Jim 
Wynn, who collected his 30th 
RBI, and Martinez also chipped 
in with a run-scoring hit.

And. although the tour is en­ 
joying unprecedented success 
both financially and popularly, 
it is plagued by a variety of 
problems that could force a 
change in the format of the 
tour. 
There are problems of tour 
vs. 
local 
caddies. 
Problems 
about television Problems with 
and about sponsors. There even 
are problems about security and 
racial questions. There is still a 
mild rift between the touring 
players and the club pro-domi­ 
nated PGA. 
But the problems come back 
to economics. 
Money 
That's what it's all about: 
Money. And the methods and 
systems whereby the players 
can compete for it. 
The tour has blossomed to a 
$7 million a year affair There’s 
about that much up for grabs on 
the pro circuit this season, a far 
cry from the $10,000 tourna­ 
ments of a couple of decades 
ago. 
Ben Hogan was the leading 
money winner in 1948 with 
$32,000 Bert Greene got almost 
that much — $28,000 — for fin­ 
ishing second in last year's 
Westchester Classic. 
Hogan never had a bigger 
payday than $10,000 And this 
year there was $40,000 to Lee 
Trevino 
for 
Winning 
Doral. 
There's $50,000 to the winner at 
Westchester. $60,000 for the win 
ner at Dow Jones, $55,000 for 
the Alcan champion. $50,000 to 
the World Series of Golf winner 
— more to the winners of four 
tournaments than the fabled Ho­ 
gan made in his career. 
That fantastic proliferation of 
tournaments and the prize mon­ 
ey available in the tournaments 
has lured more and more play­ 
ers, and better and better play­ 
ers. to the tour. 
They have come in such in­ 
creasing numbers that the tour­ 
nament players division of the 
PGA has had to set up stand­ 
ards to keep the number down. 
Prospective players must go 
through regional qualifications. 


then successfully complete a 
competitive 
school 
at 
PGA 
headquarters 
in 
West 
Palm 
Beach. Fla., to gain an ap­ 
proved players card which al­ 
lows them to compete on the 
tour. 
But that’s not the end. The 
players still are subject to re­ 
view. and a certain number of 
cards are picked up each year. 
Still, however, there are more 
players than there are spots in 
the various tournaments. 
On a routine open tournament 
there are 144 in the field. And 
there are about 250-300 players 
on the tour on a regular basis. 
There are about 800 who com­ 
pete at one time or another dur­ 
ing the year. 
It's that burgeoning crop of 
players who don’t make it into 
the tournament field, that very 
evident sympton of growing 
pains, that is the basis for most 
of the problems.

Tough Move to 
Upset Sovi et?

W ASHINGTON ( N E A » 
Long before he was elected. President Nixon used to tell 
associates that two of Lyndon Johnson’s worst mistakes 
were putting too many troops into Vietnam and reposing 
too much trust in the military 
Why. then, did he order troops into Cambodia in a move 
widely interpreted as a yielding to long-standing military 
urgings to attack the Communist sanctuaries? 
Some accounts have it that the venture is wholly ex­ 
plained by the collapse of the Sihanouk government in 
Cambodia and the resulting threat that intruding Reds 
would not only widen their border sanctuaries but conquer 
and use as a supply base most of the country—at least to 
the western edges of the fertile Mekong River valley . 


Yet a man who knows the President well believes (and 
he is not the only one to have hinted at this) that Nixon 
moved in Cambodia more to present a tough image to the 
Soviet Cnion than simply to gain perhaps passing advan­ 
tage in the Vietnam war. 


This source says the President thinks he acted with sig­ 
nificant restraint in curtailing plane shipments to Israel 
and was “ deeply disturbed" to learn that at least 150 Soviet 
I>ilots are today flying combat patrol missions for Egypt 
as a means of diminishing Israeli attacks. 
In this view, the President felt himself cruelly deceived 
and m peril of being judged “ weak" by the Kremlin it he 
did not respond 
My source is convinced Nixon regarded a “ tough move" 
as vital, that the fluid Cambodian situation presented a 
golden opportunity, that the larger strategic consideration 
with the Soviet Cnion led him to do what even Johnson 
never did—lunge across that border 
Whether or not this is a true explanation of why Nixon 
went bevond Johnson in realms of judgment where he 
always faulted his predecessor, what he did has to be ac­ 
cepted as a daring maneuver. 
He was also bold when he undertook unilateral with­ 
drawal of C S. troops from Vietnam, a step which highly 
vocal but basically timid doves never proposed in the 1968 
campaign 
He grasped the nettle, too. when he offered sweeping 
welfare reforms of a character many leading liberals have 
known for years were needed but could not quite bring 
themselves to propose. 
The biggest proof of Nixon's boldness is that he is in the 
White House at all. after election defeats in I960 and 1962 
To come back, he dared the risky presidential primaries 
and won big 


But the same man who made that hard choice cam ­ 
paigned later with unbelievable caution. He began with 
some 43 per cent ot the electorate on his side, and that was 
his vote m the narrow November scrape. 
In Nixon's top circle, debate often raged that he should 
reach out beyond his “ sure vote" to approach the young, 
the blacks, others. It was turned aside on grounds it would 
endanger w hat he already had 
The President has conducted his office in almost the 
same way. One high Democrat told me last year Nixon 
acted like a senator with a limited constituency, never try­ 
ing to enlarge his hold on the country. 


He peppered his administration with some liberal types, 
from H EW Secretary Robert Finch down to young Ripon 
Society men inside the White House. But the hard truth is 
they do not have his ear There is no true devil's advocate, 
no tough, commanding spokesman for the millions beyond 
the voting constituency that chose him 


He has thus dismayed not merely the publicized com- 
plainers in his official family, but some of his most loyal 
and understanding associates—one at least of very long 
standing 
They believe, despite his disclaimer, that he did 
indeed grossly underestimate the emotional quotient in­ 
herent in the Cambodian undertaking- even discounting for 
the unforeseeable Kent State killings. 


1 believe a deep paradox marks Nixon's make-up In love 
with politics and government, he lacks the understanding 
he needs for the human dealings that are the stuff of 
politics. 


This paradox makes him take what he rates the inescap­ 
able risks of the only competition he likes. 
But it also 
makes him unsure, defensive, distrustful, uniquely walled 
oft even for a president. When he must emerge, he fights 
foi self-control (sometimes losing) when he confronts a 
baffling world which now and then confounds his lonely 
judgments.

Daily Study, Sound Sleep 
Beat Cramming Fatigue

Examination time is a time of increased tension 
for all school children. This tension is normal and in 
90 per cent of the pupils it helps them to do their 
best For the remaining 10 per cent, which includes 
good as well as poor students, the tension may 
paralyze thought and create a mental hazard similar 
to that experienced by some golfers. 
This is accentuated when the outcome is critical 
and fear of failure grips the student Often the worry 
preceding the examination is far worse than the 
exam itself and it may be responsible for such 
symptoms 
as 
headache, 
nausea 
or 
severe 
depression Parents should be watchful for these 
symptoms. 
There is no drug that should be given to tide the 
student over. Drugs taken for this purpose often 
cause drowsiness or may even accentuate the jitters, 
but words of encouragement will bolster the self- 
eontidenee of the student. The best treatment, 
however, is the proverbial ounce of prevention 
The student who does his work conscientiously 
day by day is spared the frustrating fatigue of 
cramming and needs only a brief and relaxed period 
of review, which he should accomplish in less than 
two hours. 
A good 
night's sleep before the 
examination beats all the cramming in the world.

They were removed surgically 
and found to be the result of a cat scratch How 
contagious is this disease? Will it recur*’ 


A — Cat scratch disease is usually mild and often 
goes unrecognized. It is caused by an unidentified 
virus and when the scratch is on the ankle or leg. it 
may cause swelling of the lymph nodes in the groin. 
Incidentally, it is possible to get the disease from the 
scratch of a pin or a thorn if they are contaminated 
with the virus It is not contagious and never fatal It 
will not recur The antibiotic, tetracycline, may 
shorten the course of the disease.

Flood's starting line-up in his 
suit against baseball likely will 
include several other former 
players, a source close to the 
former St Louis outfielder told 
The Associated Press today 
While the source said he was 
unable to divulge the names of 
any prospective witnesses, the 
name of Satchel Paige, the 
great black pitcher who last 
hurled for the Atlanta Braves 
did appear on a courtroom list­ 
ing of people who might either 
be called or mentioned during 
the trial 
It is assumed that any former 
players called in support of 
Flood would document their 
dealings in baseball within the 
framework of the controversial 
reserve system, which Flood is 
challenging in the unique case 
being heard in U.S. District 
Court here. 
Both the plaintiff—Flood—and 
the defendants—baseball—had a 
day off today to continue to plot 
their strategy fbr the resump­ 
tion of proceedings Thursday 
following an opening session in 
which an obviously tense Flood 
testified. 
The onetime $90.000-a-year 
outfielder appeared ill-at-ease 
on the witness stand, was ad­ 
monished by Judge Irving Ben 
Cooper for not answering ques­ 
tions properly and needed a 
baseball bubblegum card to re­ 
fresh his memory on his own 
batting averages. 
But his attorney. Arthur Gold­ 
berg. 
former U.S. Supreme 
Court justice and now a New 
York state gubernatorial candi­ 
date. did lead Flood and Marvin 
Miller, executive director of the 
Major League Baseball Players 
Association, through testimony 
vital to the plaintiffs case. 
From Flood. Goldberg elicited 
the response that he decided to 
bring suit against baseball after 
neing traded by St. Louis to 
Philadelphia because “ I didn't 
think I should be traded and 
treated like a piece of proper­ 
ty 
From Miller. Goldberg elicit­ 
ed the response that in his ad­ 
mittedly expert opinion the re­ 
serve system “ is unnecessarily 
restrictive . . . and can be mod­ 
ified in a manner to serve the 
players, the owners and the 
fans.” 
But Flood, the goodlooking 
black athlete who currently is 
making a living off his photo­ 
graphic studios and his work as 
a portrait artist, was the man in 
the spotlight as he hunched for­ 
ward in the green leather wit­ 
ness chair and traced his long 
baseball career. 
During that testimony, he 
made the points that he was not 
consulted either of the two 
times he was traded in the ma­ 
jors and that his refusal to join 
the Phillies had to do with the 
principle of being traded with­ 
out his consent rather than mon­ 
ey 
“ I didn't want to move my 
businesses and family to anoth­ 
er part of the United States.”

He was appointed an interna­ 
tional representative and as­ 
signed to the Chrysler Depart­ 
ment in 1947 In 1951 he became 
Reuther s administrative assist­ 
ant. a post he held for eight 
years before being elected a co­ 
director of Region 1-A on De­ 
troit s East Side 
He was elevated as a member 
at-large to the executive board 
in 1962. and made a vice presi­ 
dent 
along with four others, 
last month 
Fraser's elevation was inter­ 
pret ed at the time as a move by 
Reuther to put him in line for 
succession to the presidency

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U.S., Soviet Navies Boldly Show Flags 


W A SH IN G T O N <AP> - The 
V S and Russian navies appear 
to be exchanging some needling 
by showing the flag near each 
other's home spheres 
The 
American 
destroyers 
O'Hare and Mullinnex were due 
to enter the Black Sea today for 
what are called 
routine opera­ 
tions lasting about four days 
Meanwhile a seven-ship Soviet 
squadron, including three sub­ 
marines, a cruiser and a de­ 
stroyer. is visiting the Cuban 
port of Cienfuegos after a voy­ 
age through the Caribbean 
The United States Last sent 
war ships from the Mediterra­ 
nean into the Black Sea. which 
Russia considers home waters 
less than two months ago 
This is the shortest interval 
between such cruises in the 
more than 10 years since the 
United States began using this 
means to make the point that 
the Black Sea is not a Russian 
lake 


Generally the pattern worked 
out to two U S destroyer voy­ 
ages a year into the Black Sea 
Then last July the Russians 
sent a seven-ship naval force on 
a rare visit to Cuba and the Gulf 
of Mexico American officers re­ 
garded this as a pointed demon­ 
stration of a lengthening Soviet 
naval reach into waters long 
dominated by the United States 
Following that Soviet exer­ 
cise the U.S. Navy ordered two 
destroyers into the Black Sea in 
September and the interval be­ 
tween these trips was cut to 


three months Now the Russians 
are back in Cuba 
Naval officers claim there is 
no connection between the new 
Russian visit to Cuba and the 
impending voyage of the 0 Hare 
and the Mullinnex 
It was noted 
however, the 
U.S. Navy raised quite a public 
fuss about a worldwide Soviet 
nival exercise which ran until 
late April 
Official announce­ 
ment of the new U.S. destroyer 
trip into the Black Sea followed 
early this month 
Navv sources said the 0 Hare 


and Mullinnex will stay in inter­ 
national waters making no port 
calls while in the Black Sea 


As in the past, the Russians 
are expected to shadow the U.S. 
war ships with planes and sur­ 
face escorts but probably will 
make no direct contact 


The Russian flotilla now in 
Cuba has been under watch by 
U S patrol planes at least since 
they passed between Puerto 
Rico and the Dominican Repub­ 
lic and entered the Caribbean 
11 days ago.

concept would cut their incomes

Union asked officials to supprt 
a National Farm Coalition pro­ 
posal before Congress 
But they were told the admin­ 
istration is seeking other ways 
to help farmers become more 
free to manage their affairs 
The coalition plan asks that 
present farm commodity pro­ 


grams be extended beyond 1970 
and strengthened with improved 
price support and payment ben­ 
efits 


The administration is against 
the plan which is supported by 
32 farm organizations because 
it is too costly
